ABOUT HUSBANDS, 


Whether there are many “heads of 


the house" here who, like Carlyle, 


show their aimiability by declaring 
point blank that two feet in the 
fender” is their idea of hospitality or 
not is unknown; whether there are 
many households whose reigning 
spirit is that of the Carlyle-Welsh 


household or not, the following re- 
marks against “preaching,” clipped 
from an exchange, seem worth read- 
ing:

marriage a failure. 

The greatest humiliation which can 
come to any woman is to confess that 
she has made a mistake in her marri- 
age, that she has married a man who 
does not love her enough to render 
her happy and who in any way ne- 
glects or misuses her, 

lt should be the last thing a wo- 
man couid be forced into saying, and 
only to be said when she is resolved 
upon putting an end to an intolerable 
situation. 

Woman's first and foremost busi- 
ness in life is to be loved and admired 
and respected by @ man and to stand 
as his ideal mate and companion, 

If she has failed in her work, either 
because she has not filled a worthy 
mans ideal or because she has made 
a mistake in her selection, she should 
be too humiliated and too sad to 
speak or it unless driven to it by ne- 
cessity, 

Marriage is a most important and 
dignified business and every rule 
which makes other business’ associa- 
tions successful can well be brought 
into play in the domestic concern, 

The very first rule of all good 
business men is to keep a close mouth 
to outsiders regarding the inside 
workings of the business. Now that 
women are striving to be thought 
equals of men in business matters, let 
them apply this rule to their mar- 
ried lives and cease babbling to their 
relatives or their driends of their in- 
felicities. 

The moment a woman has spoken 
of ther marital trouble and disap- 
pointments to anyone (unless it is to 
her lawyer for the purpose of obtain- 
ing freedom), that moment she may 
as well realize she has announced 
some failure in herself as the cause 
of the existing condition.

The Troubles of 
a Vaudeuillian 


One of the Youngest Veterans 
Takes You Into His 
Confidence 


Vaudeville actors—sometimes the 
most prosperous ones—have many 
business troubles, according to one of 
the younger veterans of the profes 
sion, \* 

“We cope with the shrewdest wits 
of the curb to secure booking dates,” 
he said, “Sometimes it is the agent 
who over-reaches the actors, and 
sometimes it is the vaudeville mag- 
nate himself. None seems able to 
resist the temptation to grab a part of 
the actor's stipend on some fanciful 
pretext wherever possible. Many and 
devious are the schemes employed to 
this end. Even the contract, which 
is drawn by an able lawyer to pro- 
tect the actor, may become the means 
of his undoing. Who was it that 
could drive a coach and four through 
any law of England? Vaudeville 
managers and booking agents can 
handle the ribbons, too! 

“In the first place a vaudeville ac- 
tor’s contract nearly always contains 
clauses which permit any theatrical 
manager to dispense with his work 
in event it should prove unsatisfac- 
tory. So any theatrical manager 
may break any contract he chooses by 
pronouncing the actor's services un- 
satisfactory. In cases where the 
word is not in the contract the mana- 
ger may break it anyhow. That is 
his business. 

“Vaudeville actors who produce acts 
at their own expense aim to book con- 
tinuous dates over a term of many 
weeks at so much per week. That 
is the only way to realize any profit 
from the investment of time, labor, 
and money. Al! this simply means 
that actors seek to be reimbursed out 
of the receipts of the managers. But 
managers are crafty. They are prone 
to invent ways to derive gain from 
the work of the actors and the 
same time pay less than they should. 
By giving the public a taste of expen- 
sive productions for a few perform- 
ances each week the manager can 
palm off cheaper acts upon the public 
for the remainder of the week. Most 
vaudeville theatres are owned 
controlled in chains or circuits with a 
single management for the whole. 
By hustling the expensive acts from 
place to place on the circuit a deal 
of money may be saved on the entire 
chain. . The money, of course, comes 
out of the gains which the actors had 


at 


and 


‘ean’ them and send them along out 
of the way. 

“Then, too, the actors are often 
made to pay exorbitant fires for tri- 
vial offences,” he continued. “One 
reputable actor recently booked three 
weeks—a limited run—on a circuit of 
‘canneries,’ so called, his object being 
to break in a new act for larger 
bookings. At the first theatre he 
performed for nearly a week in a 
business suit of brown, and on the last 
day changed his dress to a business 
suit of black. The actor was fined 
$10 by the manager for appearing in 
‘street dress.’ 

“One manager regularly promise 
the actors that he will play them in 
two near-by towns, each for half a 
week. These places are not highly 
esteemed as theatrical centres by the 
headl.ners or expensive acts. But the 
manager glowingly offers'the assur- 
ance of New York, Boston, Philadel- 
phia, Balt:more, Pittsburgh, Cincinna- 
ti, Cleveland and St. Louis. Of course 
the actors are not made aware that 
the manager's power is limited to the 
small places first mentioned. At the 
end of the run in the two towns the 
actors are informed that the work has 
not been satisfactory, Accordingly 
they are ‘canned.’

“One very rich vaudeville manage! 
owns @ theatre in a rural metropolit 
where Sunday shows are not allowed. 
He gets seven days of full profit out 
of the actors by means of a scheme. 
He makes the actors play six days at 
his own theatre, then farms them out 
to a manager in a neighboring town. 
The actors are obliged to wait for 
their money until they have played 
the last stand, and of course get noth- 
ing for extra travel and work, al- 
though the manager realizes from it 
heavily. 

“One theatre managed by a woman 
pays off thé performers in nickels and 
dimes at the end of engagements 
As a rule, the performers wait until 
they are on the train before counting 
up. They discover invariably that 
they have been short changed a dollar 
or two, 

“Crooked agents above all are the 
bane of all vaudeville actors. One 
game of the crooked agent is to offer 

an act, say at $250 a week, and in 
many cities this amount is the upset 
price at which the act can make a 
profit in view of travelling and hotel 
expenses. To this offer the reply of 
the manager is that $200 is all they 
can pay. ..But the croked agent, who 
thinks only of his cash fee for book- 
ing the act, hands over @ slip to go to 
work at $250. Only at the end of 
the week, when settling time is at 
hand, does ‘the actor learn of the real 
situation.
